not specify the nature of the 
fruit. 
Dr. Gould asserts oranges we re 
plentiful in the Region of the 
Three Rivera, Arabia, where Eden 
supposedly was, and that the Bib­ 
lical first man and woman prob­ 
ably never saw an apple. 
The dispute has aspects fully 
as deep as tho' question “Is there 
a Santa Claus?” William Ather­ 
ton Depuy, writer of children’s 
school books, says he thinks it is 
wrong to mislead young minds 
with the apple story if the ba­ 
nana or orange version be more 
correct.

President Coolidge Braves Rain 
to Accept Memorial to Com­ 
mander cf Union Forces. 


Washington, 
Oct. 
20.— (AP)—A 
statue of Maj.-Gen. George Gordon 
Meade, ’commander 
of 
the 
Union 
forces at the 
battle of 
Gettysburg, 
was accepted from Pennsylvania yes­ 
terday by President Coolidge, who 
braved a cold and rainy day to honor 
the Civil War commander. 
Although partly shielded from the 
elements by a canvas canopy, the 
'president laid aside his hat and over­ 
coat when he read his speech accept­ 
ing the memorial in behalf of the na­ 
tion and waited afterward in the in­ 
creasingly chilly 
weather 
until the 
'lengthy program was over. 
G. A. R. Veteran Near Collapse 
During the ceremonies H. H. Spayd, 
past commander of the Pennsylvania 
G. A. R., became exhausted during a 
recital of his experience with General 
Meade, and although he seemed to col­ 
lapse in front of Mr. Coolidge, dog­ 
gedly kept on. 
I 
Col. Blanton Winship, aide to the 
(president, finally induced him to sit 
down, and Major James F. Coupal, the 
White House physician, went to his 
aid. 
He soon revived. 
Accepting the memorial of General 
Meade, the president paid the Union 
commander a high tribute, describing 
him as “a responsible and reliable 
commander” whom none surpassed in 
courage. 
Unveiled By Meade's Daughter 
“Lacking the partisan support of 
those high in office and of the public 
press,” Mr. Coolidge said, “he had 
(little opportunity to be glorified dar­ 
ling his lifetime, but finally justice 
comes to be done; time sets its clearer, 
truer estimate. The record more and 
more reveals General Meade as a gal­ 
lant soldier and a Christian gentle­ 
man.” 
Gov. 
John 
S. Fisher, of Pennsyl­ 
vania, declared that the state, in erect­ 
ing the statue, was merely vindicating 
the judgment of history, which “has 
been testing out” General Meade for 
two-thirds of a century. 
“All admit,” he said, “that the name 
of Meade will do down to posterity 
as a great soldier and as the trium­ 
phant commander in one of the de­ 
cisive conflicts of all time.” 
Senator Simeon D. Fess, of Ohio, 
acting 
chairman 
of 
the 
National 
Meade 
Memorial 
Commission, pre­ 
sided. The statue is in the Botanical 
Gardens, neftr one of Meade’s superior 
officers in the Civil War, General 
Grant. 
The memorial was unveiled by a 
daughter of General Meade, Miss Hen­ 
rietta 
Meade, of 
Philadelphia, who, 
with Governor Fisher and members of 
his staff, was a guest of the president 
at luncheon before the ceremony.

Christmas this year falls on 
Sunday, but the day following 
has been fixed as the time on 
which the holiday will he gen­ 
erally observed. Postmaster John 
IL Eckert, of Gettysburg, and the 
postmasters of ail tither offices in 
Adams county have been notified 
that there must be a delivery of 
mail on the Monday 
following 
Christmas. 
In referring to this 
order, Postmaster General Harry 
S. New says: 
“It has been the policy of this 
administration to grant to th** 
employes of the service the same 
liberty and freedom from holiday 
work that is generally enjoyed, 
but after mature and serious con­ 
sideration it has been deemed not 
only inexpedient, but impossible 
to forego all deliveries of fhail for 
two successive days at Christmas 
time. 
It is confidently believed 
that the employes will concede 
the reasonableness of this con­ 
clusion. 
The public to be served 
is entitled to first consideration. 
“In arranging for this year’s 
holiday program it will be under­ 
stood that no carrier deliveries, 
except special deliveries, will be 
made on Sunday, but that the 
usual Sunday routine will be fol­ 
lowed. 
But on Monday, the day 
to be observed, it will be neces­ 
sary for postal employes to work 
during the forenoon in order to 
prevent a congestion which would 
certainly follow ajsuspensionol d *• 
liveries for 48 hours. 
It is plan­ 
ned to complete the work during 
the forenoon and that all em­ 
ployes except such as are neces­ 
sary to keep the service moving 
shall be excused from further 
service at noon. 
This will apply 
alikj to city, village and rural 
deliveries,”

MODERN AVIATRIX 
HAD COUNTERPART 
IN BALLOONISTS 


Nothing New For Women 
To 
Desire to Take Trips in Air; 
Was Fad Long Ago. 


Hull, En*.—(A P)—Women flyers 
and would-be flyers of the Atlantic 
have been so much in the calcium 
light of late that Great Britain has 
delved into the history of aviation to 
find women 
occupying a 
number of 
pages in the story of the conquest of 
the air. 
The adventure of Princess Lowen- 
stein-Wertheim, who flew from Up- 
avon out over the Atlantic; the desire 
of Miss Mabel Boll, American heiress, 
to fly with the New York-Paria com­ 
muter, Charles A. Levine, across tho 
sea, and the rush of scores of women 
to leap by air from continent to con­ 
tinent recall exact parallels in the 
early stages of aviation, 
The American heiress, for instance, 
has her double in a Miss Stocks, of 
London. 
When Mr. Harris, an aero­ 
naut of a hundred years ago, was pre­ 
paring for an ascent from The Eagle 
Tavern, London, a girl of 18 in white 
muslin frock, a poke bonnet wreathed 
with roses, and a gray shawl, pushed 
her way through the crowd and beg­ 
ged him to take her up. The gallant 
could not refuse, and she rose in the 
air amid tremendous applause. The 
aerial voyagers, however, came to 
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grief a few miles away. 
Mr. Harris 
was Milled, but the girl lived to tell 
a “first person” story to the 
news­ 
papers of the day. 
“I 
heard 
the 
balloon 
go clap, 
clap,” so the old records quote, “and 
Mr. Harris said it was bursting. 
I 
fainted and remember nothing more 
till I found myself in bed.” 
The first Englishwoman to make an 
ascent was a MVs. Sage, who “took 
the air” in 1784, dressed in a plumed 
hat and feathers, with a gossamer 
scarf wound round her shoulders. 
A 
sight of the flying costume of the 
woman today would be a college edu­ 
cation to her. 
Between 1783 and 1847, forty-nine 
women made balloon ascents. One de­ 
scribed the experience as “going to 
Heaven in a wash-tub.’’ 
The first woman to take a honey­ 
moon trip by air was Madam Flam- 
marion, wife of the French astronomer 
and aeronaut. 
She and her husband 
went aloft in 1874, taking another 
aeronaut 
along, 
possibly 
believing 
that a man on his honeymoon could 
scarcely be 
trusted 
to navigate the 
balloon himself. 
They stayed in the

deer in an article by R. T\ 
’inter, 
Mifflinburg, district forester of the 
Bald Eagle district, appearing in the 
weekly publication of the departm ent 
cf forests and waters, 
Mr. W inter said th at an even dis­ 
tribution of deer is needed throughout 
the state, but added that this presents 
a knotty problem.
